580. Even Appearances, - which are 
not

| as Means for the Growth of an Interior 
| and Salutary Good : - yea, falſe Opinions 
and Perſuaſions are permitted, that by 
them a Good may be formed with fome, 
who could not at that Time receive a 
Genuine Truth, or attain to Good in any 
other Manner.

533. If the Heart is ſincere, confider 
what Good is about to be formed, and 
adminiſter unto it, be it in Weakneſs or 
Wiſdom. 


534. Beware of the Perſuaſion of Fal- 
ſity, ariſing from Man's Natural 2 
1 EG going 
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going forth violently. into Perſuaſions, 
agreeing therewith.---Keep humble and 
low, that you may avoid it, for it is con- 
founding. | 

' 5235. A falſe Perſuaſion and Reaſon- 
ing, is not to be countenanced. Neither 
a Faich of Apprarances ; or one conſiſt- 
ing of mere External Truths; eſpecially, 
where it is likely to militate againſt, and 
extinguiſh Genuine Truths with any. 


8636. The Formation of Good agrees 
with the Degree and Purity: of the Truths 
by which it 1s to be: formed. Appearan- 
ees and External Perſuaſions are all to be 
left, that the Genuine Truth and Good may 
be obtained, Depart out of Egypt ! 


537. All the Paſſions and Perſuaſions 
of the mere Natural Mind are to be leſt 
and forfaken, to the Intent that we may 
follow the Lord, and attain to a Partici- 
pation of his Life, and know the Power 
of his Reſurrection from that State of 
Spiritual Sleep, and Death. 


538. To prevent Evil, or a Fall, is to 
do Good. If already committed, it is 
our Duty to get all the Good out of it we 
can, and make it ſubſervient to the Form-

541. Spiritual Truth is the Light of 
Heaven---The Good proper to it is the 
Heat and Love thereof; to be filled with 
both, is Perfection of Life and True Sal- 
vation, conferable only by Jeſus Chriſt, 
the Giver of Eternal Life, and Man's Re- 
deemer and Saviour. Amen,

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542. HE Word is the Divine Or- 

der, and in it are contained 
as many Species of Truth as are to be 
found in that Order in outward Creation.

The Order of God is as Unchange- 
able as Himſelf, and ſuch as it was in the 
Beginning, ſuch it is now, and ever ſhall 
be.---It knoweth not the Shadow of a 
turning from Itſelf, 


546; The Word of God is the Eter- 
nal Order of God, and the ſame with Di- 
vine Truth. As it was, ſo it ever will 
be, One in Itſelf, although variouſly re- 
ceived by Innumerable Recipients. 


547. What is ſpoken of Man's Re- 
generation in Geneſis five thouſand Years 
ſince, is the ſame as what relates to it at 
this Day. And what may be revealed 
five thouſand Years hence, muſt, to be 
true, perfectly accord with it. 


548. Truth can never contrad:t itſelf, 
but is Eternal and Immutable, and the 
ſame in all Ages. The States of Men's 
Receptions of it are as various as the 
Principles and Subjects of Natural Cre-

549. Obſerve

A 549. Obſerve, that as in out ward Cre- 
ation, no one Seed, or Animal, was ever 
really changed into that of another Spe- 
cies, ſo neither can it poſſibly be in Spir- 

itua ] Creation. Was ever an Apple Seed 
. known to be changed into a Pear Seed ? 
A Currant Seed into a Cherry Seed? Or 
Wheat into any other Seed ? Can Men 
gather Grapes from Thiſtles, or Figs from 
Thorns ? Even as all theſe Things are ut- 
terly Impoſſible, ſo alſo is it to Change the 
Vital Principles in the Minds of Men, 
when formed in them. 


550. Every Seed cannot but bring 
forth its own K ind, and no other. Note 
it well, for that whieh'is formed here in 
you, can only be found;hereafter ; and as 
the Tree falls [the State of the Internal 
Life in you] fo it will lay, or ever remain. 


51. True Doctrine is to. be drawn 
from the literal Senſe of the Word, and 
confirmed thereby.

ciple therein, and proper to it; for that 
World is in the human Soul and Mind. 


357. Every Nation in the World is a 
diſtin Family, and has a diſtin Soci- 
ety in the Spiritual World unto which it 
anſwers. 
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558. Its People are all under che 
Guardianſhip of that Society, and have 
their Opponent Society to Combat with, 
and keep in Subjection.

561. The Internal State of the Church 


in a Kingdom, may be certainly gathered 


from its External. Condition and State; 
for all Things exiſting, great and ſmall, 


and good and bad, are but a Speech thereof. 


562. Evil AQtion, Contrivance, and 
Speech, is but the Manifeſtation of the 
Nature of Evil ; and that it ſhould be 
made manzfeft. is conſiſtent with Divine 
Intentions. "I 8 
563. By obſerving the Nature of Evil, 
and its Mate Falſity, in its Manifeſtations, 
much Profit may ariſe ; it being a Speech

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of Principles and their States. Words 
cannot expreſs the vaſt Wiſdom that may 
be drawn from a Knowledge of FOE 
and Relatives. | 


564. It ſeemeth as though there was 
not one Spirit or Principle exiſting in the 
Spiritual World, but what hath its proper 
created Repreſentative in this outward- | 
ern ome Place or other. 


565. It is marvellous to conſider, that 
Meat is obtained. for the regenerating 
Mind out of the Principles of Evil Spir- 
its“ Oppoſition, and Sweetneſs out of their 
Falſities, or the Bitter ones : and the ſame 
out of the Knowledge of ſuch Things in 
individual Minds. 


866. With ſuch as repent from Evils, 
and ſurrender their Wills to the Lord's 
Will, all Things that they ever jaw or 
lk. are made to ſerve for Good, in ſome 
View or other; 


567. All the Evils and Falfities which 
the regenerating Man ever did, will be 
brought before him, in his Courſe, and he 
himſelf will be obliged to pronounce 
Judgment againſt them. 


568. Prior to Regeneration, many 
— Truths 
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Fruths with Man lay ſcattered about like 
the Stones of the Temple, as when drawn 
from the Quarry ; but as he advances in 
Virtue, they are brought from different 
Parts, and placed in the Building oy the 
Divine Architect. 


569. God is our Father, and 8 
we as Children may be guilty of a thou- 
ſand Follies, Weakneſſes, Stubborneffes, 
and Diſregards, His Compaſſion of us ex- 
ceeds that of a Father Natural, and will 
forgive, have pity, counſel, adviſe, teach, 
and lead out of Exil, whenfoever we An- 
cerely with it. 


570. It appears on a eloſe and interi- 
or Conſideration of the Operations and. 
Preſence of the Divine Order, that it is 
the firſt Cauſe of the Exiſtence of every 
Being and Seed proper to it that exiſts in 
the World ; and not only of its firſt Ex- 
iſtence, but al ſo of its perpetual Growth 
up to its laſt Period. 


571. If Chance cannot produce one 
Seed of Order, or the leaſt real Order 
imitative of it, all Order muſt flow from

576. Each Subject, or Species of Cre- 
ation Spiritual, like the Natural, is a diſ- 
tinf Being, and muſt have a Spiritual 
Food to feed on---Why therefore do ſome 
ſeek by all the Means in their Tow to 
ſtarve them? 


877. That each ſhould live in Health, 
and Abundance, and Increaſe and Multi- 
Ply; is rn conſiſtent with the De- 
ſigns. 
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figns of the moſt High God the Creator, 


578. The World, all its. created Sub- 
jetts, together with the People exiſting, in 
all Nations, and their various Diſpoſi- 
tions and Natures, appear unto many as 
Nothing but à confuſed Maſs, and a State 
of Things wholly unconnected with each 
other; whereas, every Man can only ex- 


xt from his Connedtion with the Syſtem. 


of Order and Laws flowing from Heav- 


en, and proper to the Divine Nature, and 


fo alſo Ba other created. Subject i in the 
World. 


All Men exiſting in the Univerſe 


are, as to their Spirits, either in the grand 
Man, or its oppoſite Form, and ruled

Societies, and Names. Each have their 
Spiritual Affinities, Proximities, and Op- 
poſites; and each cannot but Deſire, Act, 
Will, and Think, according to that State 
he ſtands in. 


581. As are the Natural Marriages, 
and the Offsprings from thence, ſuch are

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the Spiritual Conjunctions, Births; and 
ProduQtions ; juſt as a Man of one Tribe 

marrying a Woman of another, and both 
producing another Birth between them. 


582. All, who are in Good, muſt bear 


a Relation to one of the Tribes and ſpir- : 


itually ſtand under its Banner. 


58. Each Tribe has its Antagoniſt 
Society, which is in a State of Deſires 
wholly inverſed to that Society. 


584. Each Man has his proper Stand- 
ard to fight under; and his peculiar Du- 
ty,to perform.

585. Every Man and Woman have a 
Good proper to them, which they are to 
perfect and fill up.

593. Every Particle of Good and 
Truth, in every Man, Woman, or Child, 
is His, in all the Poſſibilities of their Be- 
ing; and only ſo far as ours, as there is

594. The Word of God only is True, 
and has a real Exiſtence; for whatever 
is True is of it, yea in it, and a Part of 
it; and that which exiſts not in it, 2s 
Death. | 


595. Men have juſt ſo far of Life in 
them, as they have of pure Truth and its 
Good implanted, and growing up in 
them. 


596. The Natural 'Truths of Order, 
even in the Reaſonable Mind, are Re- 
ceptive of the Influences of the Heavens, 
and are enlightened thereby; and are 
therefore to be well attended to, when 
flowing from fincere Deſires, | 
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597. It is not the Reaſonable Mind, 
and much leſs the pure Rational, which 
is to be cut off and caſt away; but the 
foul and impure Part of the Senſual De- 
fires and Per ſuaſions which cleave unto, 


and defile the Reaſonable Mind. 


598. The Heels and Soles of the Feet 
are to be waſhed, and purified by the 
Lord; but not cut away with a Knife. 


599. Kill all Evils and their Falſities 
exiſting in the Natural and Senſual Minds, 
but put not the Minds themſelves to Death, 
They were created perfect, and can be 
made ſo. 


600. Kill not the Patient inſtead of 


the Diſeaſe ; but ſtrengthen him againſt 
it, ſo as he may withſtand its Aſſaults. 


601. The whole Propriety, or Self 
Will of Man, muſt die before it can be 
quickened, and raiſed into the Celeſtial

605. All Truths are but Forms of the 
Love Principles. All Truths and Goods 
are created Species, and are as infinite. as 
thoſe in outward Creation: they alſo may 
be ſeen as ſuch ; 1. Of a whole Body of 
People. 2. Of a Perſon, g. Ofa Prin- 
ciple in a Perſon. 


606. Love is the Fulfillment of the 
Law,

Law, both of the whole Church, and in 
all its Members. All other-Things are 
given ſolely with a View to peryedt a State 
of Love in Man, anſwering to what 1s in 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Original of all 
Love, Pity, Mercy, Bounty. 


607. Order is one, and ſeeks to Form 
its own Image and Likeneſs in all; but 
as it is received, ſuch it is.

608. Order is the moſt ſweet, pacific, 
regular, and delightful Melody: the firſt 
Motion is one; it means one Thing, and 
the End is one: the final End is the Si- 
militude of the firft Beginning. 


609. As is the Flux, Sound, Cadence, 
and Voice of a Spirit, unto the final Ter— 
minations; ſuch is the Life, State, Being, 
and Recipient. As is the Reception, ſuch 
alſo is the Manifeſtation. | 


610. All that the Heart is in, and to 
the whole Body, and its every Fibre and 
Fluid ; that is the Lord to the whole 
Church, and every Member of it- There 
is a perpetual pulfatory Influx of His 

Love 
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Love and Mercy, with, in, and to all in 
all, Amen. | 


611. As 1s the Influx, ſuch are the 
E xcitations of the Will, and Perſuaſions 
then Active in the Underſtanding ; or, 
ſuch the Deſires, and ſuch the Thoughts 
and Conceptions. So far as Man re- 


ceives of them, he is in a like State, be it 
Evil or Wood. 


6744 The Activity of a Spiritual 
Sphere occaſions a Perceptible Senſation 
of it : the Motives, Ends, Loves, and 
Perſuaſions, are of that Order. 


613. The Love and Life of the firſt 
Cauſe, whom we call God, is unknowable 
as it is in itſelf ; but apprehenſible as man- 
ifeſted in Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, As 
given forth from Him in the Word, it is 
conceivable by all regenerate Perſons, i in 
a Degree anſwerable to the Nature of 
their ſeveral States. 


614. The Word is His Order, full of

Images thereof by Regeneration, they are 
in it, can ſee it, truly know it, and trul 
underſtand it.

615. Obedience

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616. Obedience to the Truths of the 
Word is the Life of all; for thoſe Truths 
are the Laws of the Heavens, and of the 
Church. Obedience implies the Recep- 
tion thereof. -So far as we receive it, ſo 
far are we alive, by che Ching of the 
Kingdom in us. 


616. Religion means the Deſcent of 
the Kingdom of God in the Soul. At 
firſt it was pleaſant, eaſy, and delightful ; 
but now dolorous, and terrible to Fleſh 
and Blood, as Working through a Death 
of the contrary Life. 


617. When Religion, or Regenera- 
tion, 1s conſummared in the Soul, Man 
becomes a Shadow of the Great Alpha, as 
to Love, and Wiſdom, and Ends.

620. The Devil can do Nothing with- 
out the Leave of our Lord Jeſus; no 
not ſo much as enter into a Swine. 


621. In the Regenerate, Angels min- 
iſter to Man's help by Spiritual Reaſons, 
and Truths brought to the Mind. 


1 622. From whence comes the Infl ux, 
from thence comes the Perception. 


523. The Souls of all Men, Spirits, 
and Angels are as to their inmoſt Princi- 
ple of Life, either in Order, or in its op- 
poſite Form; and when their Spheres are 
rendered Active, or called forth, are per- 
ceptible to a Member of the Church, or 
regenerate Man. | 
624. The Lord is our Creator and 


Saviour. The whole of every Man's 
Spiritual Creation and Salvation, and ev-

629. Between the Creature and Cre- 
ator, there wuſt ever be an infinite Dil- 
tance : 
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tance: all that Angels and Archangels 


know and receive of Him, is compara- 


tively as receiving but one Ray from the

630. Eternity has been conſidered as 
a Circle, in which all Orders. of Spirits 
move round for ever in the ſame Track, 
and find neither Beginning nor End; but 
I rather conceive it is a Spiral Form, in.

632. All Things ſprang from the Spir- 
itual World ; all Things of Order ſpeak. 
of it, and mean it, and tell what we here- 
after ſhall be, and poſſeſs. 

633. By how far the Truths are Gen- 


uine which Man poſſeſſes, the more per- 


fealy does he receive the Divine Princi- 
ple that flows into him from the Lord; 
and 
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in fo far is his Intellectual Principle 
enlightened. 


634. Man is not born vith a ſingle 
Truth formed in his Mind; neither with 
any Principle of Goodnels ; ; but only 
with a Capacity and an Ability to receive 
all the Principles of Heaven: all Truths 
are ar e to be ſown in him, and 
Goods of all Orders to be formed : and 
as are the Orders of Truths which he re- 
ceives, ſuch will be the Goods produced 
thereby.
